RICHMOND. Va. — A federal 
court here has decided that 
Virginia authorities went too far 
in taking away sex magazines 
■ from prison inmates. 

The 4th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals ruled Tuesday that a 
Corrections Department policy 
preventing prisoners from sub- 
scribing to sexually oriented pub- * 
lications violated publishers' Pirst 
Amendment. rights. Before any 
magazine can l;e banned, the 
ctiurt^iirdftlie - publisIierliiTi'sf'be 
notified and given a chance to 
appeal. 

The decision was hailed by 
Montcalm Publishing Corp., 
which produces Gallery magazine, 
spiced with erntit articles and 
photo layouts of undressed 
, women. Gallery went to court 

• after inmates in Southwest 
Virginia complained in 1992 that 
their copies were being confiscat- 
ed by prison authorities who said 
the magazine was obscene based 
on “the written content! not the 
nude photographs."

I was delighted to read in the 
March 26 paper that after the 
Great Rift flap our county commis- 
sioners and city councilmen have 
acknowledged the need to consult 
with their bosses, the public, 
before making decisions that affect 
us all. 

Already I’m disturbed by a new 
decision that will affect us. It con- 


cents the S250.000 “hike route” 
project to Sun Valley. More than 
that, we need designated hike 
routes (and walkways) through, 
town. A biker (or walkur/rfuuier) 
takes bis life in his hands when he 
tries to get across town from the 
non beast area. . 

Yet to lessen heavy traffic and 
for better health, bicycling and 
walking should lie encouraged. 
Unfortunately, during the time 
immediately following World War 
11, builders in the newer northeast 
sections of town were not required 
to pui inzadewiilks. It would _ . 

behoove the city to rectify that 
error wherever possible. In Europe, 
people walk everywhere arid are in 
much better shape than we are 
lie re. 

For bikers, perhaps one-way traf- 
fic should be designated on. certain . 
streets, with the left lane reserved 
for bicycles. No bicycles should 
ever Ik* allowed on four-lane 
streets or streets with ajieavy traf- 
fic flow during rush hours. 

I know that the city must make 
many repairs in the streets within 
the city limits. Before doing so, |x*r- 
Itaps making plans for future hike 
routes should Ik* a priority. Off the 
cuff.

Logan woman claims to have 
original flag of Utah statehood 


LOGAN. Utah (AT) — Ruth 
t i-ln-tili:nu-r says s i n- has till* origi- 
ual 45-star flag that flew over die 
nation’s Capitol after Utah 
achieved statehood 100 years ago. 

“My brother has called the gov- 
ernor, about it several timos^btri 
he’s too busy,” Lehenbauer said of 
the tattered flag, whose stars ami • 
stripes have aged to an inglorious 
gray. “I wish someone would lake 
it. 1 don’t know how to take care of 
it.” ‘ i • 

Vicki Varela, spokeswoman for 
Gov. Mike Leavitt, says she’s 
unaware of the calls placed t» the 
governor, hut added the state 
would be interested in the flag. 

• “It's right along the lines of what 
we’ve been trying to capture with 
the Centennial,” Varela said, 
promising the governor’s office 
will contact Lohoiihauor as soon as 
possible. “This is the kind of arti- 
fact that can really bring people 
together.” 

Lehenbauer keeps the flag fold- 
ed and wrapped in a towel and 
wears gloves whenever she han- 
dles it. But she says she’d rather 
have it preserved and displayed, 


perhaps'in the state Capitol. 

“It's an important artifact." she 
said. "It’s pari ot our history. 
People should have access to it.” 

The former language professor 
and Iter siblings found the banner 
in the attic of her’ father.

SPIRIT LAKE, Iowa — For a 
fish, life with Keith Jones is as 
good as it gets.

“Pd like them to tell me what 
they like to eat.” said Jones, the 
fish biologist at Berkley Inc., a

“They’re not very good eat- 
ing." Jones said. “The old story 
is, the* preferred way to prepare 
o' carp is to fillet it and season it 
to taste, put it on a wooden 
hoard, hake it at 350 for an hour 
and then throw away the fish 
arid eat the board." 

But the bottom- feeder is popu- 
lar in Europe, whereat is consid- 
ered a challenge to catch r and is 
gaining converts in the United 
States, according to John 
Yancey of’Groveland, IlL.prcsi- 
' dent of the Carp Anglers Group.

As of Tuesday, 
(,,7‘j; deer lags remained un- 
sold, hut lMs;h and_Game per- 
sonnel said those tags were* 
selling faster than they did 
last vs-ar and it can’t be pre- 


dicted when they will sell out. 

After the tags officially sell 
out, no n reside tits still have a 
shot at a tag that might he re- 
turned for a refund or returned 
by an outfitter. Big game outfit ; 
ters are allocated Jags each 
year, lint not all outfitters have 
a customer for every tag. 

Leftover tags are returned, 
by July 1. Tags may be re- 
turned for refunds by hunters 
up to Aug. 31. 

Nonresidents who want to 
be notified of- leftover nr re- 
turned tug availability can call 
Fish and Game. Tags” will lie 
available on a first-come, first- 
served basis.

old enough to be released or until 
another home is found for them. 

For about a month, the two 
young lions were in the area 
'"around BrtlCO Hansen's farm, eat- 
ing road kill deer, state biologist 
Carl Anderson said. But then 
Hansen began noticing some of bis 
animals disappearing.

After Anderson tracked down 
the older lion in a nearby draw a 
week ago, Hansen set traps around 
his place Sunday to trap the two 
young lions.
